A 2l-year-old Edmonton 
man will appear in Halifax 
provincial court tomorrow 
after police say a woman 
was sexually assaulted al¬ 
legedly by a guest staying 
at the same downtown ho¬ 
tel. 

Andrew Norman Wilson 
is facing charges of sexual 
assault, aggravated assault, 
forcible confinement, chok¬ 
ing and unlawfully entering 
a dwelling in the alleged in¬ 
cident at the Four Points 
Sheraton Hotel in Halifax 
just before 1 a.m. on Satur¬ 
day. 

Police say an American 
couple had just checked in¬ 
to the hotel, when the 
woman left to get some¬ 
thing from a vending ma¬ 
chine. 

It was then, police allege, 
the woman was confronted 
by a man who began sexual¬ 
ly assaulting her. 

In an effort to escape, po¬ 
lice say the woman con¬ 
vinced the man to take her 
back to her room, where 
she yelled for her husband. 

The man then allegedly 
assaulted the husband, 
while the woman went to 
the front desk for help. 

Officers arrived on scene, 
and after conducting a 
search of the hotel, police 
say the suspect was found 
in the hallway on the fourth

floor. 

He was arrested without 
incident and is being re¬ 
manded at the Burnside jail 
until tomorrow’s court ap¬ 
pearance. 

Police say the woman 
wasn’t injured, but was 
shaken from the ordeal. Her 
husband suffered minor 
cuts and bruises. 

“It’s a surprise to most of¬ 
ficers that heard it,” said 
Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Sgt. Darrell 
Gaudet yesterday. “It’s just a 
random type of act that 
we’re not used to here.” 

Erica Parker was staying 
at the hotel when the inci¬ 
dent took place. She didn’t 
know what happened, but 
remembers seeing a lot of 
officers outside the hotel 
and around the lobby.

Gymnasts flip for Triple Flip 

More than 500 athletes from four countries converge on Edmonton

They were small but their 
skills were mighty this 
weekend at the 2010 
Triple Flip Wild Rose Inter¬ 
national Women’s 
Gymnastics Invitational. 

More than 500 female 
gymnasts from Canada, 
China, the United States 
and the U.K., were in town 
showcasing their gravity-de¬ 
fying routines on all four 
gymnastics apparatus. 

“Canadian athletes from 
seven provinces are com¬ 
peting and over 60 Canadi¬ 
an gymnastics clubs are rep¬ 
resented by their athletes 
and coaches,” said A1 
MacPherson, a spokesper¬ 
son for the event hosted at 
the Expo Centre. “This 
event was created to pro¬ 
vide Canadian female gym¬ 
nasts with a top-notch com¬ 
petitive experience on 
home soil and to inspire 
younger gymnasts to 
achieve their maximum po¬ 
tential as athletes.” 

This year, junior and sen¬ 
ior-level gymnasts, includ¬ 
ing the 2008 Olympic gold 
medallist Deng Linlin from 


China, competed for two 
days on the vault, bars, 
beam and floor apparatus. 

“This competition is the 
largest of its kind in West¬ 
ern Canada and one of the 
largest in North America,” 
said Scott Hayes, president 
and CEO of the Alberta 
Gymnastics Federation. “In¬ 
ternational events are veiy 
important to the success of 
gymnastics within Alberta 
and across Canada. They oc¬ 
cur on such an infrequent 
basis that when they do oc¬ 
cur, they are the highlight 
of the competitive season.” 

Four past participants in 
the Wild Rose have gone on 
to compete at the Olympic 
Games and three of them 
won either gold, silver or 
bronze. 

“The England coach told 
me that this event is one of 
the highlights of their girls’ 
career,” said Linda 
Maslechlco, president of 
Triple Flip, the title sponsor. 
“To be here in Canada com¬ 
peting with athletes of this 
caliber; we know this will 
be an experience these ath¬ 
letes will never forget.”

St. Albert mayor worried 
about doctor shortage

health care Many St. Al¬ 
bert residents who are 
hard pressed to find a 
doctor in that community 
are heading elsewhere 
and that’s not sitting well 
with the small city’s may¬ 
or. 

St. Albert Mayor Nolan 
Crouse says he’s “deeply 
concerned” about the 
problem as many clinics 
in the community are 
struggling to recruit doc¬ 
tors. 

“This is the trend that’s 
being seen right across 
rural Alberta,” said 
Crouse. “People are not 
able to access a medical 
doctor.” 

St. Albert clinics are 
facing physician short¬ 
ages because of a number

of retirements and 
there’s no new doctors 
coming into the commu¬ 
nity, says Crouse. 

Crouse says talks are al¬ 
ready underway with the 
executive director for ru¬ 
ral physicians and with 
the local primary care 
network to curb the prob¬ 
lem. 

“We have to find ways 
of recruiting a group of 
doctors as a business in 
St. Albert,” he said. “Doc¬ 
tors are not setting up 


their own practice and 
that’s the trend right 
now.” 

No doctors in St. Albert 
are accepting new pa¬ 
tients, according to a doc¬ 
tor-searching website 
owned by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons 
of Alberta. 

Some residents are be¬ 
ing forced to drive else¬ 
where to get care in 
Spruce Grove, according 
to reports in a local news¬ 
paper. 

The College of Physi¬ 
cians and Surgeons of Al¬ 
berta says Alberta is short 
by roughly 1,000 doctors 
and that number could 
grow in the next few 
years.

Predator pardoned 

PM's office shocked, wants explanation

How sacred is immunity? 


Graham James, the junior 
hockey coach convicted of 
sexually abusing his play¬ 
ers in a case that rocked 
the hockey world from 
house leagues to the NHL, 
has been pardoned by the 
National Parole Board. 

Though the pardon was 
granted three years ago, it 
comes to light only now as 
a result of a previously un¬ 
known accuser contacting 
Winnipeg police. 

A shocked Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office, notified of the 
pardon by The Canadian 
Press, called it a “deeply 
troubling and gravely dis¬ 
turbing” development that 
demands an explanation 
from the parole board. 

James, now 58, pleaded 
guilty to sexual assault after 
two of his former teenaged 
players, including ex-NHLer 


Sheldon Kennedy, came 
forward with their stories 
of abuse at 
his hands 
from 1984 
to 1995. 

James was 
sentenced to 
3.5 years in 
prison in 
1997. His 
current whereabouts are 
unknown. 

Kennedy said news of 
the pardon awakened an 
old anger. “I'm not forgiv¬ 
ing of what is going on 
here,” he said last night. 

The latest accuser, who 
says his encounter with 
James preceded Kennedy’s 
by four years, is still decid¬ 
ing whether to follow for¬ 
mer NHL star Theoren 
Fleury in lodging a formal 
complaint with police. 


Fleury went to Win¬ 
nipeg police in January af¬ 
ter publishing a shocking 
tell-all memoir last au¬ 
tumn that detailed years 
of alleged abuse by James. 

“I'm shocked and mysti¬ 
fied. Imagine somebody 
who commits that kind of 
crime being pardoned,” 
said Fleury in a statement 
issued yesterday. “It’s just 
more proof our society has 
a lot to learn about pro¬ 
tecting the victims.” 

The latest accuser spoke 
on condition he not be 
identified. He was never 
coached by James but said 
he was targeted in 1979-80 
as a player with prospects. 

James was pardoned on 
Jan. 8, 2007. A pardon does 
not erase a person’s crimi¬ 
nal record.

Britain Protests are growing 
against Pope Benedict XVI’s 
planned trip to Britain, 
where some lawyers ques¬ 
tion whether the Vatican’s 
implicit statehood status 
should shield the Pope from 
prosecution over sex crimes 
by pedophile priests. 

More than 10,000 people 
have signed a petition on 
Downing Street’s website 
against the Pope’s four-day 
visit to England and Scot¬ 
land in September.

campaign has gained mo¬ 
mentum as more Catholic 
sex abuse scandals have 
swept across Europe. 

Although the Pope has 
not been accused of any 
crime, British lawyers are 
examining whether he 
should have immunity as a 
head of state and whether 
he could be prosecuted un¬ 
der universal jurisdiction 
for an alleged systematic 
coverup of sexual abuses by 
priests. the associated press 


Leader ready for 
war after slaying 

south Africa A top member 
of a South African white-su¬ 
premacist group said 
yesterday the slaying of 
their leader was “a declara¬ 
tion of war” by blacks 
against whites, as the presi¬ 
dent appealed for calm 
amid growing racial 
tensions in the once-white- 
led country. Andre Visagie 
of the AWB said the group 
would also urge soccer 
teams to avoid the upcom¬ 
ing World Cup tournament 
out of safety concerns. He 
said the group would 
avenge the Saturday death 
of leader Eugene Terre- 
blanche. the associated press

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Portland shows willingness to lead

recently took a “city 
planner’s holiday” to 
Portland, Ore. — a trip 
resulting from growing 
tired of hearing con¬ 
stant references to projects 
and precedents without 
having seen them first¬ 


hand. 

Anti-sprawl efforts are 
just one of the countless 
reasons why Portland is fa¬ 
mous in planning circles. 
Another is an obvious com¬ 
mitment to transit that 
starts with stepping off an 
airplane and finding an 
LRT station built into the 
terminal. 

Started eight years after 
Edmonton’s system, Port¬ 
land’s LRT network boasts 
four lines and 85 kilome¬ 
tres of track in addition to 
a central city streetcar. 

The low-floor system is 


predominately street-run¬ 
ning, operating in transit 
lanes in the downtown and 
medians further out. It 
would be quite similar to 
the urban LRT envisioned 
for the planned west-to- 
southeast line in Edmon¬ 
ton if it weren’t for one 
major quirk of histoiy: 
Small city blocks. 

Portland’s pedestrian- 
scaled downtown blocks 
are 80-metre-a-side squares 
(compare to downtown Ed¬ 
monton’s 120 by 230). The 
frequent, but narrow, one¬ 
way street pattern that re¬ 


sults is a mixed bag. 

Automobile traffic is dra¬ 
matically calmed since 
speeding only results in a 
quick red light, meaning 
bicycling is easy, even in 
mixed traffic. Transit also 
benefits somewhat, with 
frequent streets making it 
easy to justify bus and LRT 
lanes on the same road. 

I could complain about 
how one-way streets make 
transfers difficult, how 
downtown stops are 
spaced too frequently at 
every 250 metres (half the 
distance between Corona 


and Bay), or how geomet¬ 
ric quirks mean service is 
limited to a two-car train 
every 15 minutes. 

I could, sitting in my 
computer chair, marshal 
all this evidence and come 
to the conclusion that 
council’s decision to pur¬ 
sue urban LRT is a mis¬ 
take. 

To do so, however, I 
would have to ignore that 
not only can we learn from 
these easily avoidable mis¬ 
takes, but that transit has 
contributed to the dramat¬ 
ic transformation of Port¬ 


land’s core. 

Linked by a new street¬ 
car, the Pearl district and 
the South Waterfront’s 
burgeoning Vancouverism 
show Portland’s willing¬ 
ness to lead. 

And while Edmonton is 
only now extending its LRT 
and finding room in its 
centre for innovative de¬ 
velopment, so much the 
better for learning from 
cities like Portland.

Paul de Clerk, Coordinator 
of the Corporate 
Campaign at Friends of 
the Earth International, 
describes greenwashing as 
“the practice of companies 
disingenuously spinning 
their products and policies 
as environmentally friend¬ 
ly.” 

Companies launch clev¬ 
erly-angled advertising 
campaigns convincing con¬ 
sumers with claims that 
are at best vague, unsub¬ 
stantiated, and irrelevant 
(for example, “CFC free” 
even though these are ille¬ 
gal). At worst the claims 
are completely untrue or 
plain bizarre (organic ciga¬ 
rettes- seriously?) 

AN UGLY TRUTH 

De Clerk highlighted 
what he believes to be the 
two most outrageous 
greenwashing claims to 
have been splashed across 
advertising billboards 
worldwide saying, “A few 
years ago, Shell had an ad 
showing an oil refinery 
chimney with flowers com¬ 
ing out instead of smoke 
... hardly possible.” 

“The second example, 
against which Friends of 
the Earth filed a successful 
complaint, involved the 
Malaysian Palm Oil Coun¬ 


cil. The ad, which ran in 
The Economist magazine, 
falsely claimed palm oil re¬ 
sources were sustainable 
when in reality the palm 
oil trade had caused defor¬ 
estation and conflict.” 

However, about a year af¬ 
ter the complaint the 
Malaysian Palm Oil Coun¬ 
cil launched another ad¬ 
vertising campaign, this 
time claiming that palm 
oil was the “green solu¬ 
tion.” 

De Clerk says a big prob¬ 
lem faced by environmen¬ 
talists is that even when 
bodies like the ASA (Adver¬ 
tising Standards Authority) 
in the UK or Friends of the 
Earth file complaints, com¬ 
panies are not fined, and 
are free to repeat similar 
campaigns. 

“Filing a procedure for a 
greenwashing claim can 
take months, by which 
time the advert has had 
the desired impact on con¬ 
sumers.” he said. 

“The companies suffer 
no direct impact as by the 
time the advert is banned, 
the campaign is most like¬ 
ly to be over.”

Green issues matter to 
big business, and even coal 
companies are claiming to

Energy Company E.ON, 
based in Germany, has 
plans to build coal-pow¬ 
ered plants, yet in its ad¬ 
vertising campaigns, the 
company focuses on its re¬ 
newable power sourcing 
schemes, such as wind¬ 
mills. Although these rep¬ 
resent a small percentage 
of the product portfolio 
(coal, gas and nuclear ener¬ 
gy make up the rest) they 
are the ones the public are 
usually exposed to. 

The facts speak for them¬ 
selves — energy website 
electricityinfo.org states 


that between April 2008 
and March 2009 E.ON’s 
portfolio was: coal 43.4 per 
cent, natural gas 45.2 per 
cent, nuclear 6.2 per cent 
and renewables a tiny 0.3 
per cent. 

WHO CARES? 

Both consumers and 
companies are all too 
aware of the commercial 
imperative to be seen to be 
“green.” And as environ¬ 
mental issues have become 
more important and main¬ 
stream the PR greenwash¬ 
ing has become more so-

phisticated and more 
prevalent. 

The net losers are the 
companies whose green 
credentials are based on 
fact — and the spin-weary

consumer. 

Eventually consumers 
will get frustrated, lose all 
faith in green claims and 
start ignoring all green 
campaigns. 
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Ads that promote green approaches, without backing up their 
claims with green actions, are considered greenwashing.

What are the ulti¬ 
mate “sins” of 
greenwashing? 

In 2007 we saw a 
flood of green ads 
on TV, print and on¬ 
line. A lot of the claims 
were complete exaggera¬ 
tions, or greenwashing. Al¬ 
though the advertising in¬ 
dustry has standards for 
ethics, they appear to be 
forgotten by many mar¬ 
keters as they attempt to 
sell products or services.

Some green claims may ap¬ 
pear harmless, others are 
causing harm to con¬ 
sumers, usually economic 
and sometimes health-re¬ 
lated. 

Media focus on the 
environment has 
led to some compa¬ 
nies making inaccurate 
claims — do they get away 
with it? 

Standards for green 
marketing vary by 
country. In the UK 
and other EU countries, ad¬ 
vertising standards boards 
have levied penalties 
against some companies 
for greenwashing. 

In the United States how¬ 
ever, the Federal Trade 
Commission is years be¬ 
hind in releasing new stan¬ 
dards for environmental 
marketing. We knew in 




2007 that it would be years 
before any new rules were 
developed, so we devel¬ 
oped a public service 
scheme with advertising 
professors from the Uni¬ 
versity of Oregon to help 
consumers become aware 
of greenwashing, training 
people how to analyze 
green ads. The result is the 
website greenwashingin- 
dex.com. 

The forum is driven by 
consumers who find, post 
and rate environmental 
ads based on the five crite¬ 
ria we developed. 

What has been the 
most outrageous 
cases of 
greenwashing you have 
seen? 

The industries that 
have the most ad¬ 
verts accused of 



blatant greenwashing have 
come from the energy and 
automobile sectors. These 
sectors have the most at 
stake when it comes to po¬ 
tential regulation of green¬ 




house gas emissions relat¬ 
ed to global climate 
change. 

The most ridiculous ones 
span from a TV ad that us¬ 
es sexy models down in 
the coal mine to promote 
the myth that coal is a 
clean fuel, to a car compa¬ 
ny that changed its logo to 
green and promoted a 50 
per cent increase in fuel ef¬ 
ficiency in its new model 
truck. 

The problem that vehi¬ 
cle was the baseline for the 
statistic was only 10 miles 
per gallon (US). You had to 
read the fine print to real¬ 
ize that.

Eco labels 

State the environmental 
impacts of a product 
throughout its average life- 
cycle — from production 
to use and disposal. 

Most companies must be 
independently certified 
and meet strict criteria for 
the main environmental 
impacts their product may 
cause across the entire life 
cycle. 

2 

Energy labels 

These show a rating sys¬ 
tem for energy efficient 
products that cause mini¬ 
mum impact on the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Household appliances 
such as fridges, freezers, 
washing machines, tumble 
driers, dishwashers, ovens, 
light bulbs and air condi¬ 
tioners. 

Products are generally 
given a rating between A 
and G, with A being the 
most efficient. 


3 

Green labels and claims 

These are designed to 
help consumers choose 
products that cause the 
least harm to the environ¬ 
ment. Unfortunately, these 
labels and claim tend to be 
unclear, vague and with¬ 
out a proper explanation 
as to what the green cre¬ 
dentials really are. 

A company that claims 
their product is “kind to its 
natural surroundings or 
nature” must be able to 
support this claim by con¬ 
crete facts, otherwise this 
is meaningless.

Organic labels 

The meaning of the 
word “organic” is one that 
has been defined by law 
Organic farming, for ex¬ 
ample, carries strict guide¬ 
lines on the artificial 
chemical fertilizers and 
pesticides used in the 
process. Organic standards 
don’t just apply to food, 
but textiles, cosmetics and 
wood products as well.

The wider world labels 

These schemes aim to 
provide sustainable liveli¬ 
hoods as well as protect 
the ecosystem and biodi¬ 
versity of the country they 
originate from. 


Trying to make a difference 

One man working to raise awareness to alternatives in our lives

Environmentalism is 
about more than shutting 
the power off — it is about 
raising awareness to alter¬ 
natives that can make a 
difference in our lives. 

Just about everything 
can be “Green” these 
days; from the clothes we 
wear, the food we eat to 
the cars we drive. Ever 
wondered what exactly it 
was you were letting into 
your blood stream last 
time you popped open a 
bottle of headache pills or 
took a sip of some vitamin 
loaded energy drink? 

Plants, trees and flowers 
have been used in medici¬ 
nal cures for the past 
50,000 years, considerably 
ahead of western medi¬ 
cine, which only became a 
common practice some 
200 years ago. 

Many of the drugs we 
take today were at some 
point or another derived 
from plant sources. 

Which one can we trust 
the most, the downright 
hard facts of chemistry or 
the miracles of nature? 

Ethnobotanist Mark 
Plotlcin tells Metro about 
his quest to tap into na¬ 
ture’s gift of medicine and 
his work with the Amazon¬ 
ian tribe, the Shamans. 

“The problem is that 
people have too many mis¬ 
conceptions when it comes 
to medicine and science. 
It’s common for people to 
think that if you don’t 
have a degree or a last 
name, then you know 
nothing about healing. 
That if you’re wearing a 
white coat and have an es¬ 
tablished post as a doctor 
then you know everything 
there is to know about 
healing. Both are miscon¬ 
ceptions,” explains Plotlcin 
who believes that people 
need to make a clear dis¬ 
tinction in their brains be¬ 
tween indigenous and

western techniques. 

Plotkin believes there is 
a certain arrogance linked 
to western medicine prac¬ 
tices and highlights its’ 
three interlinking fields as 
technology, chemistry and 
the invasive procedure of 
surgery. 

Ethnobotany, as prac¬ 
ticed by the Shaman tribe 
is based on the chemistry 
of plants and insects and 
spiritual practices. 

“This chemical and spiri¬ 
tual combination is what 


4 natural remedies 

Ginger root: Has been 
used to treat sore throats, 
abdominal pain, arthritis and 
bouts of fever. It is also effec¬ 
tive for treating motion sick¬ 
ness vomiting, dizziness and 
nausea. 

2 Chili peppers: Contain 
capsaicin, a compound 
known to relieve the pain 
caused by arthritis and shin¬ 
gles when applied externally. 
Internally, capsaicin triggers 
the release of endorphins, 
whose relieving effects on 
pain extremely beneficial. 
Chilies are also used as a ton¬ 
ic, stimulant and to ease di¬ 
gestion.

3 Peppermint leaves: 

Often drunk as tea are 
particularly used for bowel 
problems including indiges¬ 
tion and IBS (irritable bowel 
syndrome). It can also help 
reduce heartburn. 

4 Willow bark: Has been 
used by people for thou¬ 
sands of years to reduce 
things like fever and inflam¬ 
mation. People were advised 
to chew on it until the effects 
began kicking in. The bark of 
whit willow contains salicin, 
a chemical close to aspirin in 
terms of its medicinal proper¬ 
ties.

• The iPad is essentially a much larger version of Apple's iPhone, 
without the calling capabilities. Just a half-inch thick, the device 
has a 24.6-centimetre touch screen — nearly three times the 
iPhone's. Also, like the iPhone, it has no physical keyboard. 


Now that the iPad is in the 
hands of early adopters, 
the hard work for Apple 
Inc. begins. 

Eager customers intent 
on being among the first 
owners of this new class of 
gadgetry stood in long 
lines across the U.S. Satur¬ 
day. They seemed willing 
to buy first — and discover 
uses for the iPad later. 

In some ways, it was 
reminiscent of the lines 
and hoopla surrounding 
the 2007 launch of the first 
iPhone. 


The difference: People 
knew then that the iPhone 
would replace their exist¬ 
ing cellphone. 

With the iPad, which 
fits somewhere between 
phone and computer, Ap¬ 
ple must convince people 
who already have smart 


phones, laptops, e-book 
readers and home broad¬ 
band connections that they 
need another device that 
serves the same purposes. 

Many of the earliest iPad 
buyers say they will have a 
better idea of what they’ll 
use it for only after they’ve 


had it for a while. 

Skeptics point to ways 
the iPad comes up short. 
They argue the on-screen 
keyboard is hard to use 
and complain that it lacks 
a camera and ports for me¬ 
dia storage cards and USB 
devices such as printers. 

They also bemoan the 
fact that the iPad can’t play 
Flash video, which means 
many websites with video 
clips will look broken.

Southwest, WestJet deal 
stuck on the runway?

Despite recovery, 
economy still worries 
most Canadians: Poll 


survey Canada’s economy is 
on a tear, China’s is explod¬ 
ing and even the U.S. manu¬ 
facturing sector is rebound¬ 
ing and jobs are poised for 
their first significant gain in 
two years. So why are Cana¬ 
dians so edgy? 

According to a Royal 
Bank survey, two-thirds of 
Canadians have been losing 
sleep over the state of their 
finances, and 22 per cent 
were worried about losing 
their jobs. More surprising¬ 
ly, more Canadians — 20 
per cent as opposed to 13 
per cent the previous 
month — thought the econ¬ 
omy will get worse in the 
next year despite all the evi¬ 
dence it is bouncing back 
strongly from recession. 

The sneaking suspicion 
that the rebound is mostly 
smoke and mirrors has 
some validity, say econo¬ 
mists, who like many ordi¬ 


nary Canadians also believe 
the bubble is about to burst. 

“The nagging feeling that 
it’s too good to be true, 
there’s something to that,” 
said CIBC economist Ben¬ 
jamin Tal. 

Tal’s consumer capability 
index suggests that the 
Canadian economy is run¬ 
ning on steroids, namely 
government stimulus and 
record-low interest rates, 
and will start sputtering 
when the boost is removed. 

A pile of worries is 
mounting for Canadian 
consumers: Income growth 
remains flat and the cost of 
mortgages, consumer loans 
and lines of credit are in¬ 
creasing as well. Food and 
energy costs continue to 
rise and now ordinary Cana¬ 
dians face a bigger tax bite 
as governments try to wipe 
out deficits.

During a recent visit to 
tour the lab, small cameras 
were scattered across the 
ceiling and connected to 
software that analyzes cus¬ 
tomer behaviour and spits 
out traffic patterns and da¬ 
ta on how they react to 
merchandise. 


Other cameras can be 
placed discreetly within 
product displays and help 
merchants gauge how cus¬ 
tomers are responding to 
them. 

The software can deter¬ 
mine when a customer is 
looking directly at the 
product and for how long. 
It can also be used to meas¬ 
ure whether passersby 
glance at the display or 
obliviously walk past it. 

Both software applica¬

Morgan Stanley 
to walk away 
from $i.2B 

pullout Morgan Stanley 
said Thursday it is pulling 
out of the $2-billion Revel 
casino in Atlantic City and 
is prepared to take “a sub¬ 
stantial loss” on the stalled 
project, into which it has 
already sunk $1.2 billion. 

The company, which 
owns more than 90 per 
cent of the casino-hotel 
project on the Boardwalk, 
did not list a reason for 
abandoning the project. 

But looming next week 
is a demand from New Jer¬ 
sey regulators that top 
Morgan Stanley officials 
submit voluminous 
personal and financial in¬ 
formation to enable the 
state to determine if they 
would qualify to hold a 
casino licence. 

In a filing with the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Morgan Stan¬ 
ley said it will seek to sell 
or auction off the project. 

The filing said the com¬ 
pany’s directors on 
Wednesday “authorized 
management to proceed 
with a plan of disposal for 
Revel Entertainment 
Group, LLC,” a subsidiaiy 
of Morgan Stanley.

MLS rule change unlikely 
to improve quality of play 


epending on 
who you talk to, 
it was either a 
relaxing of the 
rules that en¬ 
force parity or another 
laughing-stock example of 
why the league remains 
the subject of parody. 

On Friday, Major League 
Soccer announced it would 
be changing the terms sur¬ 
rounding the use of its des¬ 
ignated player slot — collo¬ 
quially called the David 
Beckham Rule — which al¬ 
lows clubs to pay a single 
player any amount, with 
only a certain portion 
counting against the 
team’s salary cap. 

Under the new rules, 
each club can now have as 
many as three designated 
players, and only $335,000 
(previously $450,000) will 
count against the salary 
cap. Also, teams signing 
DPs mid-season will only 
face a $167,000 cap hit. 

During a teleconference 
announcing the change, 
Todd Durbin, executive 
vice-president of player re¬ 
lations and competition, 
explained the move as a 
way to loosen the reins on 
spending in MLS while still 
maintaining “a league that 
gives every team the op¬ 
portunity to be successful.” 

“It’s supposed to allow 
teams that want to go out 
and sign high-profile play¬ 
ers the opportunity to be 
successful,” Durbin said. 

“But at the same time, 
we made sure it’s calibrat¬ 
ed in a way that teams that 
don’t want to go out and 
sign designated players al¬ 
so have the opportunity to 
be successful.” 

It’s a move the league is 
banking on to increase the 


overall exposure for MLS, 
quality of play and compe¬ 
tition among its clubs. 

So what’s wrong with 
that? 

A lot, if you look closer. 

While the league could 
have 16 designated players 
right now (one per team), 
only five teams actually 
have one. So for the league 
to herald this rule change 
as a major shift in policy is 
a little misleading. 

And if we are to believe 
that this relaxing of the 
rules will spur clubs to 
charge out and sign the 
likes of Thierry Henry and 
Raul (long rumoured to be 
headed to New York) then 
it brings up another ques¬ 
tion — what will the teams 
look like when more than 
$1 million of their $2.55- 
million salary cap is tied 
up in three players? 

“Thin” is a word that 
comes to mind. MLS al¬ 
ready struggles to attract 
and retain good, emerging 
talent. Leaving the remain¬ 
ing 21 players to fight over 
a very small pie doesn’t 
bode well for improving 
the overall level of play. 

So, why not just increase 
the salary cap further? 

To be blunt, there are a 
lot of poor teams in MLS. 
Most couldn’t afford an in¬ 
crease. 

But if the league was se¬ 
rious about increasing the 
quality of play and promot¬ 
ing real competition 
amongst its teams, it 
would have dropped the 
cap hit clubs now incur 
from a designated player 
altogether, allowing for 
greater wealth distribution 
to the rest of the roster, to 
help keep those mid-range 
and emerging players. 

With this move, MLS is¬ 
n’t signalling it’s really se¬ 
rious about competition or 
quality of play — just seri¬ 
ous about having more 
marketable faces.

Morale: A post-recession hurdle

While the recent recession 
obviously took its toll on 
the financial sector, one 
overlooked impact is that 
on employee morale. Bat¬ 
tered by downsizing and 
frozen or severed wages, 
many staff members have 
difficulty keeping spirits 
during and after economic 
uncertainty. 

While commerce has re¬ 
covered to the relief of ex¬ 
ecutives, not all personnel 
share the same buoyancy. 
They still feel the sting, 
leaving leaders charged 
with the task of re-moti- 
vating/invigorating under¬ 
lings back into a state of 
security and productivity. 
The question is, how? 

“One of my mantras is: 
If you only remember one 
thing, it’s to invite your 
people to participate in 
their own success,” an¬ 
swers Andrew Reid, 


founder of Toronto-based 
HR consulting and em¬ 
ployee/management 
coaching firm Big Fish In¬ 
teractive. 

“The key point is that an 
invitation is experienced 
very differently than a 
command,” he continues. 
“If I’m invited, I’m being 
recognized for strengths 
and talents that I have. It’s 
that simple. The conversa¬ 
tion can then help the 
leadership team identify 
each level of staff’s contri¬ 
bution to the bigger pic¬ 
ture so that they can find 
their place in the success 
of the organization.” 

Essentially, Reid declares 
that when motivation is 
lacking, onus is on man¬ 
agers, team leaders or busi¬ 
ness owners to search for 
what’s absent. Generally, 
that missing link in in¬ 
creased inspiration — and 
in return, productivity — is 
a sense of belonging and 
that an individual’s opinion 
counts, regardless of title.

When administration of¬ 
fer their team an atmos¬ 
phere of ownership and 
purpose, direct results are 
seen via employees setting 
goals; finding a hand in 
the future success of the 
business and applying 
themselves accordingly. 
Gone is the resentment of 
believing they are expend¬ 
able, replaced by direct re¬ 
sponsibility and personal 
pride in accomplishing 
missions. 

“It’s the simplest thing 
to do, but it’s the most 
missed opportunity,” Reid 
reveals, adding that find¬ 
ing this connection is as 
simple as going straight to 


the horse’s mouth. 

“(Bosses) need to ask em¬ 
ployees what they want to 
build or create as a partici¬ 
pant in the company, iden¬ 
tify what success looks 
like for them so they’ll 
know when they get there 
and then train the execu¬ 
tives to blend the needs of 
the senior executive or 
corporation (they still 
need to turn a profit) with 
the goals of their employ¬ 
ees.” 

Executives caveat 

though: As the axiom cau¬ 
tions, patience is a virtue. 
Workers need time to ap¬ 
ply strategies in order to 
achieve goals.

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Boba Fett lives on 



It’s been almost 30 years 
since The Empire Strikes 
Back debuted, but for Jere¬ 
my Bulloch, better known 
as bounty hunter Boba 
Fett in the second film in 
the original Star Wars tril¬ 
ogy, it never gets old. 

Rarely a day goes by 
without someone wanting 
to talk to the 65-year-old 
actor about his most fa¬ 
mous role. Which is even 
more impressive consider¬ 
ing that, without the icon¬ 
ic Boba Fett mask, he 
wouldn’t exactly stand out 
in a crowd. 

But at a packed comic 
convention he is royalty, 
the man behind one of the 
most-loved characters in 
the Star Wars canon and a 
particular favourite of se¬ 
ries’ diehards. 

Their neverending adora¬ 
tion makes him proudly 
embrace his place in sci-fi 
histoiy and talking to Star 
Wars geeks never gets old, 
he said in a recent inter¬ 
view. 

“I’m not one of those peo¬ 
ple who says, ‘Look, I’ve 
moved on, I’m now doing 
Shakespeare, I’m playing 
King Lear at the Royal Court 


(in London).’ I’m very proud 
to have been a part of Star 
Wars, I’m veiy proud to 
have been playing Boba 
Fett,” he said. 

“I think I’m terribly lucky 
and I’m very fortunate to be 
part of this massive trilogy, 
the original trilogy we did, 
and I feel terribly lucky that 


Boba Fett became very pop¬ 
ular. To me I still find it 
quite difficult to take in 
how popular he is.” 

Bulloch is still active on 
the fan convention circuit 
in between other acting 
gigs and has mastered the 
technique of courtesy and 
deflection in dealing with 


fans’ queries, both the ba¬ 
nal and the borderline ob¬ 
sessive. 

“You still have to answer 
every fan as if it’s the first 
time I’ve heard the question 
because I think it’s awful to 
say, ‘Well yes, of course, the 
suit was hot,’ and get cross 
with them,” he said. 

“About 99.9 per cent of 
the fans are absolutely mag¬ 
nificent and they’re the 
ones who have kept this go¬ 
ing.” 

When it comes to obscure 
questions of trivia or com¬ 
plaints about what should 
have been, Bulloch has a 
stock answer ready. 

“There’s the 35 year olds 
who always have something 
to say, ‘I think this should 
happen, and why did they 
do this?’ . . . Then I had a 
five-year-old who literally 
came up and said, ‘Mr. Bul¬ 
loch, can you tell me a little 
bit more about the E-33 
blaster rifle you carried?’ 

“I usually say, ‘Well I can’t 
answer your question be¬ 
cause it’s classified informa¬ 
tion.’ That gets me out of 
any hole if they ask me 
tricky questions.”

Stovetop Mac 
and Cheese 

A great mac and cheese can 
be easy. And healthy. 

The secret? Whole-wheat 
pasta shells and a can of 
squash or pumpkin puree. 
The latter ingredient may 
sound odd, but it really is 
an easy way to add vitamin- 
packed produce to a dish 
otherwise devoid of vegeta¬ 
bles. 

The creme fraiche (you 
could substitute sour 
cream, even low-fat sour 
cream) and Parmesan 
cheese lend wonderfully 
creamy and savoury 
flavours that make the 
pumpkin seem like a natu¬ 
ral for the sauce. A bit of 
crisped prosciutto also adds 
tons of flavour. It's a smart 
choice over bacon for a 
healthier dish. 

INGREDIENTS: 

340 g (12 oz) medium 
whole-wheat pasta shells 
15 ml (1 tbsp) olive oil 
4 slices (about 60 g/2 oz) 


prosciutto, finely chopped 

1 can (398 ml/14 oz) pump¬ 
kin or squash puree (not 
pumpkin pie filling) 

125 ml (4 oz) creme 
fraiche 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) hot sauce 
1 ml (1/4 tsp) cumin 

50 ml (1/4 cup) Parmesan 
cheese 

Salt and ground black pep¬ 
per, to taste 

METHOD: 

Bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to a boil. Add 
pasta and cook according 
to package directions. 
Drain and set aside. 
Meanwhile, in a medium 
saucepan over medium, 
heat olive oil. Add 
prosciutto and cook until 
just crisp, about 3 
minutes. Add pumpkin, 
creme fraiche, hot sauce, 
cumin and Parmesan. 
Cook, stirring often, until 
hot. 

Add pasta to sauce and 
toss well to coat. Season 
with salt and pepper.
